SOME DREAD MALADY. JuST HOW A SATELLITE FIVE HUNDRED ODD MILES UP COULD 
DISCHARGE ANYTHING IN ANY FORM, PROPEL IT THROUGH THE JET STREAM ONTO, SAY 

Mississippi, strains credulity. 

There seems to be a great deal of concern regarding the ICBM (Interconti¬

THE ICBM TO DELIVER LONG RAN6E AND quESTIONABLY ACCURATE NEUCLEAR BOMBS TO 
THIS CONTINENT WHEN IT WOULD BE SO MUCH CHEAPER TO USE SHORT OR MID-RANGE 
ROCKETS DISCHARGED FROM SUBMARINES. THREE SUBMARINES COULD RUIN THE GuLF 

Coast from Brownsville to Miami. Five more could lay waste to the Atlantic 
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Coast from Savannah to Cafe Cod. Twenty or less could duplicate the opera¬ 
tion FROM THE WEST COAST. ONE EACH FOR HAWAII AND AuSKA. WiTH THE COUNTRY 
STUNNED AND BLEEDING FROM MORTAL COASTAL WOUNDS IT WOULD BE RELATIVELY SIM¬ 
PLE TO PUT UP quiCKLY CONSTRUCTED BASES ON THE ATLANTIC COAST ISLANDS AND 
DELIVER THE COUP-DE-GRACE TO THE GREAT LAKES AND THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 
BY THE LAND BASED LONGER RANGE TYPE OF MISSILE. We KNOW THEY HAVE ALL THESE 
undersea craft, we know they VERY LIKELY HAVE SHORT AND MID-RANGE MISSILES 
TO BURN, YET OUR FEARS ARE FOR THE I CBM. 

What keeps it from being the ultimate weapon and presently operational is 

THE fact that GUIDANCE PROBLEMS ARE VERY LIKELY STILL BUGS THAT WILL KEEP 
IT OUT OF THE AIR OFFENSIVELY FOR SOME TIME. THERE ARE DOUBTLESS NUMEROUS 
OTHER PROBLEMS WHICH WILL EVENTUALLY BE SOLVED. We CAN*T, OF COURSE, TRUST 
THE SUPPOSITION THAT THEY CAN»T THIS OR THAT, WE MUST TAKE THE ATTITUDE 
THAT THEY HAVE IT OPERATIONAL AND NOW. So THERE ARE TWO THINGS WE MUST 
ACqUIRE. I. We MUST HAVE SOME WARNING SYSTEM THAT CAN DETECT THEM A LONG 
WAY OFF. 2, We MUST DEVELOP ANTI-MISSILE MISSILES TO INTERCEPT THEM BEFORE 
THEY CAN GET LOW ENOUGH TO DO ANY DAMAGE. THESE TWO THINGS TAKE SOME DOING. 

^ THIRD THING TO CONSIDER IS, OF COURSE, OUR ABILITY TO RETALIATE. At THE 

present the Strategic Air Command has bases ringed around Russia in a large 
AND not so tight CIRCLE. IT HAS HUNDREDS OF PLANES THAT CAN BE SENT ALOFT 
AT A moment's NOTICE FOR "MASSIVE RETALIATION." JuST HOW MASSIVE THIS RETAL¬ 
IATION WILL TURN OUT TO BE IS A qUESTION WHICH CAN BE ANSWERED WITH MORE 
ACCURACY IF WE KNEW HOW WELL PREPARED RUSSIA IS FOR INTERCEPTION. No OPERA¬ 
TIONAL JET PLANE WITH WHICH WE ARE NOW FAMILIAR WILL BE ABLE TO PREVENT 
RETALIATION. 

A B-58 Hustler flying alone at the lowest possible altitude would be almost impos¬ 
sible TO DETECT IN TIME FOR FIGHTER JETS TO COPE WITH. GiVE IT AS MANY AS 
A FEW MINUTES AND IT WOULD BE FAR CONE, OUT OF RANGE OF THE SPEEDIEST JETS 

TO handle. Just how effective rocket propelled guided missiles would be 

INTERCEPTING A HuSTLER IS OPEN TO qUESTION. ONE GREAT ADVANTAGE A MANNED
